Nathaniel Hawthorne, an American romance writer, was 
horn in Salem, Massachusetts in 1804, He was educated at 
Bowdoin College in Maine and was the most distinguished 
craftsman of the New England school of letters. He led a 
quiet life, removed from the activities of his times, in a 
restless solitude. Because of his passionless upbringing, he 
had a strong pride and sense of alienation from the world 
in which he lived. 

At age forty-five he wrote a story which had long been 
stored in his mind—T'fte Scarlet Letter, Written with in¬ 
tense gloom and great indifference, Hawthorne’s rest¬ 
lessness can easily be felt throughout the novel. The 
House of the Seven Gables, his second work, reveals a 
variety of moods and thus is perhaps more characteristic 
of Hawthorne. In this novel he shows how the secrets of 
an old and mysterious house can control the people who 
live there. 

Even though Hawthorne’s concern is always with what 
is ethical, only rarely does his imagination join with crea¬ 
tive passion. More frequently you will find just a hint of 
emotion.
